MINING CLAIMS. 

L. W. P. writes: Please advise me 
what is necessary to hold an oil claim 
under the mining laws of California. 
Is it necessary to do assessment work 
and have land surveyed within sixty 
days, and is it also necessary to do as- 
sessment work on each claim when 
filed on as a company, or could this 
work all be done on one claim? Would 
the building of a road or other neces- 
sary improvements preparatory to 
drilling be considered assessment? We 
have been advised by the recorder of 
mining properties that the same can be 
held one year from the following Jan- 
uary by simply making the required 
entry and posting notices on property 
as per mining laws without surveying 
or doing assessment work. 

Answer: 


eral Laws of California, 1897, p. 582.) 

Under this statute it is necessary to 
locate and do $50 worth of assessment 
work within sixty days. Fhe Supreme 
Court has decided that assessment 
work may be done on one claim for the 
whole in due proportion; that is, 
the rate of $50 for each claim. 

Building a road and all other prelim- 
inaries to operating are considered as- 
sessment work; this is so declared ey- 
Pressly by the Supreme Court. 

It is evident that the property can- 
not be held for one year from the first 
of the next January without uassess- 
ment work, for the statute expressly 
requires the work within sixty days.
